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the defence of our hearth and home should forthwith 
and primarily be our own concern. 

Subedar Singh is a pioneer who has spared no pains 
and efforts in providing us with a very timely and 
readable publication which, as I have already stated, 
should be widely read by our boys and girls. I also do 
hope that his example will be followed by other 
competent Bengalees who will provide similar small 
and interesting brochures and text books in Bengal 
on the several arms of modern warfare and that they 
will have a wide circulation. 

A few Battalions of Bengalees on a permanent 
territorial basis, also a 'few mechanised units on the 
same footing and a training college for pilots and 
officers in all the Aims of Defence must forthwith 
mature. And old man'-s dream must be turned into 
reality, sooner rather than later.

“One thing more I winit to tell you. The Viceroy 
has been considering the position with the Commandcr- 
in-Chief and with the other Members ot his Government. 
They have determined to ti)^ as an experimental measure 
to raise a doable company of infantry composed of 
Bengali on precisel}' the same terms as are oTered to 
the Indian Army generally. 

Enlistment will be for the period ot the war with 
option to the Soldiers of remaining in the ser\'ice if 
they choose after its conclusion. The Double Company, 
when formed, will be located on the frontier for training 
and when properly trained may be sent on field service. 
That the Government of India should be willing to 
consider this now, while war is going on, while their 
anxieties are great, while their thoughts must be more 





than fully occupied, shows that they have not neglected 
the feelings of Bengal. That they should be willing to 
make the experiment is pre^of that they cU) sympathise 
with us, that they do believe that Bengalis are loyal 
and are devoted. Surely^ it is the duty now of every' 
one who loves Bengal to see that the experiment shall 
succeed to show that cmotiiJiial and impetious as the 
BengalN undoubtedly are they^ are generous enough to 
excrcisvi seU-control, that thev aie icadv to submit to 
discipline and will do their part when asked, just as 
well ris otlier people tlo their part without demanding 
any exceptional or better terms”.

The Hon’blc IMahai'cijadhiraj Bahadur of Biirdvvau 
presided t)ver an important meeting to consider the 
steps to be taken regarding the organi'^ation of the 
“Bengalee Double Company” held in the l?ritish Indian 
Association Rooms on Tuesday at 4-45 p.m. 

Among those present were the following :—The 
Hon. Maharajadhiraj Bahadur of Burdwan^ The lion. 
Sir S. P. Sinha, Babu Motilal Ghosh, The Hon. Babu 
Bhupendra Nath Basu, Mr. J. N. Banerjcc, Babu Satish 
Ch. Palchaudhuri, Babu Kumar Kristo IMitter, Col. 
Tanner, Captain Tate Dr. M. N. IMitter, Mr. A. N, 
Chaiidhuri, Mr. S. C. Mitter, Mr. N. Ghatak, The lion. 
Babu Surendra Nath Roy, Mr. B. K. Lahiri, Mr. B. 
Chakrabarty, Raja Jyot Kumar Mukerjee. Kumar 
Manindra Chandra Sinha, Mr. J. Chaudhnri, Rai 
Jadunath Majumdar Bahadur, Babu Piyush Kanti Ghose, 
J^Ir. H. M. Bose and Dr. S. K. Mullick. Dr. Mullick 
proposed that the IVTaharajadhiraj Bahadur of Burdvvan 
to take the chair. Dr, Mullick said that the inception, 
of the scheme was mainly due to the efforts of the 
Maharajadhiraj, who in his speech at the as'^ociation in 
a former occasion stroiigly pleaded for the enlistment 
of Bengalees in the Army. Sir S. P. Sinha seconded 
the motion. 





The Maharajadhiraj ^aid that the enthusiasm of the 
Bhadralog class for enlistment as Regulars must be 
welcome. The selection should however rest in the hands 
of the Military authorities and whoever come forward 
with any number of men should be referred to the 
Military authorities. Recruiting should nf)t be confined 
entirely to the l^hadralog class. But efforts should be 
made to have at least one ('ornpany recruited from other 
classes who lorinerly used to from the fighting materials 
of Bengal, such as the Gowalas, Aguries c'tc. 

The tension was that on the Indian Army Regulation 
pay h>r the Bhadralog could not be permanently expected 
lo continue in the Indian Army. For this purposes 
and for the permanency of the scheme, a regular 
recruiting propaganda should be started throughout 
Bengal for all classes. 

There was an idea of amalgamating the Bengal 
Ambulance Corps Committee with the “Bengalee Double 
C(unpany” Committee about to be formed. The speaker 
as President of the Bengal Ambulance Corps could not 
say anything in that direction without consulting that 
Committee, for the Bengal Ambulance Corps Committee 
still existed. Sir S. P. Sinha said that before Dr. Mullick 
read out his notes he would like to say that this was a 

great opportunity for the Bengalees to carry arms and 
that they should avail themselves of it ; for as His 
Majesty’s subjects they should do their part to establish 
their claims to bear arms. At the same time in such a 
matter there should be no spirit of bargaining for it 
should be with them a matter of volunteering. 
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Once bargaining prevailed, the whole thing would 
collapse. What however, he would suggest was that tlic 
proposed committee should give consideration to the 
sacrifice to be made by the men offering their services 
( while others remained in comfortable circumstances ) 
and try and make some extra payments for the aid of 
their families etc. but on no account should this extra 
payment be a matter of agreement, but purel}* and 
simply a voluntary undertaking. 

Mr. A. N. Chaudhuri endorsed every syllable uttered 
by Sir S. P. Sinha. 

The business before the meeting wa^, he said, that an 
offer has been made which was to be accepted or 
declined on own terms. Of course it must be accepted. 
Dr. Mullick then said beb^re the meeting a progressiv^e 
statement and pointed out that while the Military 
authorities required j 28 men for the Double Company 
he had already over 300 applications from the Bhadralog 
class, and more applications were coming in and 
entertained since many might be pronounced unfit by 

the Military authorities and a certain portion might not 

% 

present themselves at the right moment. 

The manner in which the young men were coming 
up clearly showed that there would be no want of men. 

They had this large number of applications though 
not a meeting had been held or a circular issued. 

Ultimately the number would be rnultipled several 
times over if the scheme were made widely known 
throughout the province. Col. Tanner was asked several 





questions regarding the recruiting, supplementing the 
allowances of the Bengali Soldiers etc. 

Regarding the former question he laid a paper on 
the table and in answer to the Tatter he said that the 
Government would have no objection to the soldiers^ 
pay being supjjleincnted by subscription or otherwise, 
lie stated that this Double Company would be attached 
to the 55th IGihat Rifles, Gurkhas, runjabees etc. 

Regarding the procedure of recruiting, he said, any 
committee or individual could bring in any recruits for 
examination by the iMilitary authorities. 

The lollowing resolutions were carried unanimously 
tliat the thanks of the meeting be conveyed to the 
Government ot India and the Government of l^cngal 
for the sanction of the formation of the Double Company 
of Bengalees. Resolved that an Executive Committee 
of twelve persons consisting of the following members 
be formed to invite recruits and take all necessar)’’ 
steps for the organisation of the Double Company in 
consultation with the Military authorities, that of this 
Committee of twelve, there should be a President, a 
Secretary, two Treasurers and eight members, that this 
Committee be authorised to fill in any vacancies that 
might occur in it and also if necessary to co-opt members 
at any particular meeting, and that three should form 
a quorum.

Wednesday, September 6, 1916. 
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I only want to bay a few words to congratulate 
you, and to wish you every good fortune. You have 
come forward willing to serve your King-Emperor 
and your country in a cause which you believe is 
a good one, and I must sincerely wish you every 
good fortune, as I would wish it to many young 
men in all parts of the British Empu'e who are 
doing the same. 1 congratulate you as I would con¬ 
gratulate many young men in all parts ot tlie Empire, 
because you have come forward and in doing so 
have shown that you recognise that you owe a duty 
not to our King-Emp=:ror only, but to our fellow 
subjects and that vou are willing to discharge that 
duty. We all owe that duty. 1 hope we all recognise 
that we owe it, but it is not possible for us all to 
show, as you have done, that we owe it. You are 
fortunate in being able to show it ; I feel sure you 
think that, and if you do 1 feel sure you won’t 
want to have much said about it, at any rate in 
your presence. 

But there is a special reason for congratulating 
you. You are the first body of Bengalees to whom 
the "privilege has been given of going to serve as 
soldiers. Hitherto, it has not been known that the 





people of Bengal were suited to be soldiers. There is 
nothing to be ashamed of in that. There are many 
people who for one reason or other are not suited 
to be soldiers—I am one myself and I expect there 
are others on this platform who would say the same 
thing of themselves. The army must, to a great 
extent, be run on business lines. It has to be paid 
for out of public money, out of taxes, and it is the 
duty of those who spend the taxes to see that they 
get for the public good value for their money. 

It i*^, therefore, not a thing to be wondered at, 
still le-5s a thing to be grumbled at, if those who 
are responsible for sending soldiers for the army 
have not tried to recruit in places where it has been 
the general opinion that it is not very easy to find 
soldiers. 

None of us can deny that among Bengalees them¬ 
selves the general opinion hitherto been that Bengal 
is such a place. I know that there have been some, 
at any rate, ever since I have known Bengal, who 
have fretted at that view ; and I have all along 

sympathised with them. They were glad, and I was 
glad, when it was announced that the Government 
of India have sanctioned the formation of a Double 
Company in Bengal. 

It may not seem a great concession to make, 

and in peace time it would seem a very sm^l one ; 

but this is war time, and we must rememj&er that 

to many people it seems very unusual, and perhaps 





even an unjustifiable thing that the Government should 
be willing to make wliat we must all admire is an 
experiment, and take and train some men as soldiers 
on the distinct promise that when they are trained 
they will ♦be sent on active service, even though they 
belong to a race who have not up to tlie present 
been looked on, or who have not for the most part 
themselves claimed to be, particularly suited for 
fighting. It is an experiment—admittedly an experi 
ment—and there is only one thing which can justify 
it ; that is if those who go make the experiment 
a success. 


The Great Responsibility 

As the Viceroy said yesterday, considerable 
public interest has been aroused by the sanction for 
the formation of the Double Company. That is why 
I especially congratulate you. You will not have an 
easy time, probably to many of you it may seem 
a very hard time, especially at the beginning during 
the period of your training, but all the same I 
congratulate you, for you are knowingly incurring a 
great responsibility. What you do, or do not do, 
will bring credit or the reverse, not on yourselves 
only, but on the whole of your fellow country-men. 
You, I fancy, believe, if any one believes—and many 
believe it, that Bengalees ought to do well in warfare, 
as they pan do well in peace. It lies with you to 
secure them that chance. 





I believe you will rise to your opportunity, that 
you will show that, not only qan your people be 
brave, as many people know t!hey can be, but that 
they can also^and this is of much more importance 
and is not so often believed—submit to discipline^ 
Again to quote His Excellency the Viceroy “the 
Bengalee Stationary Hospital recently in Mesopiotamia 
and its record there was one of which the promoters 
of the scheme may well be proud of." 

It is for you to do equally well. You are being 
given a chance, a chance which many envy but 
which 1 hope none g;rudge you. 

Hundreds of young men have been, and are 

being, trained as you are going to be trained; but 
have no certainty—-many of them have very little 
hope of seeing active service, they mu^t be kept 

probably for long, if not for the whole of their 

services on some of those thankless^ unexciting but 
often unpleasant jobs which many soldiers know only 
too well. 

You have been promised that when you are 

trained you will be given what all soldiers long to be 
given—a chance of going on active service. I am 
glad you have been promised this, and I feel sure 
will show yourselves worthy of it. 

That IS why I especially congratulate you. Once 
more, in a word, I wish you well.

In September 1916, when the proposal for the 
Bengalee Double Company came befor the country, 
Mrs. S. K. Mullick suggested the idea of supplying 
necessities to these newly enlisted recruits. The 
Government paid very little and we found that some 
of the recruits being very poor had hardly the bare 
necessities with them. We tlicided to try and work 
for this cause. A large and influential Ladies’ Meeting 
was convened at the Mary Ccipenter Hall, to inti rest 
every one in the work .and an appeal was made lor 
funds. We decided to gi\e ii little articles ot necessity 
and pack them up in a small khaki bag and present 
each recruit with a bag as they leit Howrah Station. 
We calculated that it would co->t about Rs. 7/- per 
bag and the whole cost ot the Double Company was 
estimated at Rs. 3000/-. At the meeting several generous 
hearted ladies came forward with help and advanced 
some monies to begin l!ic work. We were rather 
doubtful about raising so much money, so we decided 
to appeal for funds in the papers. Wnhin two months, 
we found that the generous response of our friends 
for this good cause, was beyond our expectations. 
Evidently the idea of our boys having an opportunity 
for Military training was welcomed by the rich and 
poor alike. We are fhankful to our friends and well- 
wishers for many a large and small donation to help 
us forward with our work in hand. Our work had 
stirred the whole of Bengal and it is with unfeigned 
pride we have to record that we received such small

donations as Rs. 2, 3, 4 and 5, sent by money-orders 
from the remotest pal lies and villages in 13 cngal. 
One money-order rccpiires sjiccial mention, in which, 
the lady-remitter writes ;—“I gave my little daughter 
Rs. 2'- tor lier buth--day but she ^e;mts me to 
send this towards the Bengalee Double (Company Fund. 

All donations towards thi^^ work have been fully 
piiblished in the p:i[)ers from time to time ami a 
complet*' Re[joit witii aro>nnts and voucheis have 
also been published in the form of book. Wc 
shall I'lOt tliereloia; go into details here, except 
mentioning a few lacts which might interest our 
members and through them the general public. As 
our work in this de[)artment gradu.dly increased, wc 
formed .1 special sub-committee for this work and 
nominated Mrs. K. 11 . Diitt as the .Secretary of the 
Sub-committee. At first and for one year ]\Irs. R. C. 
Dntt had lent us a room in her house in Hungerford 
Street for our work, but now wc have our work- 
parties every Wednesday at Mrs. K. B. Dutt’s place. 

Thanks of the Samiti are due to the following 
ladies f(^r their regular attendance on ’ Wednesday's 
work—parties at Mrs. Diitt’s place namely—Mrs. 
Suren Ilaldar, Mrs. B. L. Mitter, Mrs. P. Mukherjee, 
Mrs. J. N. Roy, Mrs. N. C. Bancrjee, Miss. Dutt, Mrs. 
A. C. Dutt, Mrs. A. P. Sen, Mrs. J. C. Mukherjee 
and Dr. Mrs. Ganguly. 

Early in 1918, we felt our funds were getting 
low and so we decided to have a fancy fair tor the 
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purpose of raising money. Maharajah ot Cossimbazar 
kindly lent us his grouucls and we had a Fair in 
May 1918. We held the I'air tor three days and 
realised more than Rs. 4000/-, Our grateful thanks 
are due to several gentlemen friends for kindly 
helping us with the airangements tor the l^'air. 
Special thanks are due to .Mrs. P. X. Bose and Mrs. 
B. L. Mitter tor arranging the theatricals on the 
occasion which were a gre it ‘success. Samiti is also 
grateful to Mrs. Mrigen Mitter, Mrs, J. X. Roy, 
Mrs. A. P. Sen, Mis. Jotin Gupt.g Mrs. Ik L. C'how- 
dhury, Mrs. X C. Banerjee, IMis. K. Ik Dutt, ]\Irs. 
A. (k Sen, Mrs. Cyan Ro)' and several other ladies 
special devotion made the Fair such a success. The 
Double Company ha*, increased into 2 Jkittalions 
now—and our comfort*^ are being sent both to 
Mesopotamia .ind Karachi. P'or our Karachi works, 
we have been getting Rs. 250/- from the Bengalee 
Patriotic F'und for the last six months. On an average 
our monthly expenditure i^ between 5 t (3 0 hundred 
for our boys in Mesopotamia. We get regular 
acknowledgments from the Commanding Officers as 
well as, Irom some of the Subadars and Ilavildars 
of the 49th Bengalees. Special thanks of the Samiti are 
due to Mrs. K. B. Dutt and the sub-committee for 
carrying on this work so successfully. In concluding 
this Report we cannot allow this opportunity to slip 
by without acknowledging with deep gratitude, the 
debt we owe to all our friends and wellwishers for 





kindly helping us with donations. But for their 
generous help, Mahila Samiti could not have continued 
this work so satisfactorily and for so long. From 
September 1916 upto July 1918, we have collected 
Rs. 27.440-4-0 for our Bengalee Regiment work, and 
we have spent Rs. 19,876-15-0, our Ikink Balance 
with ^frs, P. ('. Chowdhury ( our Special Treasurer 
for this fund ) at the end July 1918 is Rs. 

7>5^3's’0. it is a matter of great satisfaction to us, 
to feel to day, that we liave been able to do our work of 
this Sct'tion so ^ati-'tactoi ily.

I hope I shall have the pleasure of having a 
letter from you, just to let me know how you 
and the other officers and men of your (.'ompany 
are getting on. I must say whilst I was with 
you, I was treated with every consideration by 

all ranks, in fact I w-as very sorry to leave 

you, and 1 am sure Sergt. Tucker and Hancock 
were, Please remember me to all the N. C. O.’s, 
and men of your Company and tell them I 

wish them the best of luck and hope they 
are still doing their best for their King Emperor 
and Country, and hope when they go into action 
they will keep up the glorious tradition of the Indian 
Empire which I am positively sure they will do. 

I think I must bring this letter to close, hoping 
you are keeping in the best of health, glad to say 
I am.

BUCKINCxHAM PALACl^:. 

It is with feelings of pride and gratification that 
I welcome here in my home this representative Con¬ 
tingent of British and Indian officers and men of my 
Army in India, and I am especially glad that this 
meeting should take place when we are celebrating 
Peace after Victory. 

I deeply regret that unavoidable circumstances 
prevented your joining the Troops of the Empire and 
of our Allies in the Victory Procession on July 19 th. 

I thank the British Troops for their magnificent 
services in the Field. I gratefully recognise the prompt 





and cheerful response of the Territorials to their country’s 
call, their patient endurance of a prolonged separation 
from their homes and the sacrifices that they made 
in giving up their occupations in civil life. When 
•temporary trouble arose in India they in common with 
their comrades from Mesopotamia who were on their 
way home of their free will remained at their posts 
'( though their home-coming was at hand ). The exem¬ 
plary conduct of all has filled me and their countrymen 
with admiration. 

I heartily thank all my Indian Soldiers for their 
loyal devotion to me and to my Empire, and for their 
sufferings cheerfully borne in the various campaigns in 
which they have served in lands and climates so different 
to their own. At times their hearts must have been 
sad at the long separation from their homes ; but they 
have fought and died bravely. They have rivalled the 
deeds of their ancestors : they have established new 
and glorious traditions which they can hand on to their 
children for ever. 

I am glad to see among you representatives of the 
Imperial Service Troops and I thank the Princes of the 
Native States of India and their subjects for their noble 
response to the call ma^e by me for the defence of the 
Empire and for the cause in which the Allies have fought 
and conquered. 

I know you all unite with me in gratitude to God 
for the Victory that we have achieved. I trust you will 





enjoy your visit to England. May you return in safety 
and take with you to your homes and villages my 
personal message of thanks and good will.

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Indian Troops in England 

AA" IMPRESSfON 

St. Nihal Singh writes in a London paper :— 

As I sat on the Indian office stand waiting for the 
arrival of the Indian procession I saw sitting near me 
members of the various Indian deputations, who are in 
London to put the Indian case before the Joint Indian 
Parliamentary Committee. Here and there an Indian 
in a turban and an Indian lady in a Sari were to be 
seen. 

As soon as the Indian officers carrying tlie bannars 
came in to the line of vision enthusiastic cheering broke 
out on all sides. It seemed to me that the spectators 
who lined the Mail, and stood on the stand, let 
themselves go in order to make up for the disappoint¬ 
ment they had had of missing the Indian from the 
victory procession. 

The tall, stalwart Sikhs, with their beards rolled up 
tightly against their cheeks, and their khaki turbans were 





easily recognised by everyone, and I heard universal 
praise of the smart appearance they presented. The 
short, dapper Gurkhas, with their soft hats like the 
“Aussies” were also easily recognised and warmly 
cheered. Men of other races and creeds were not so 

t 

easily detected by persons who had no special knowledge 
of Indians. 

But almost all the Indian races and clans that have 
fought in the war were represented. 

The well-built fair skinned Pathans the tall lithe 
Dogra-proud of his Rajput ( Kingly ) blood AND EVEN 
THE Bengali—whom the war gave the chance 
TO WIPE OUT THE STIGMA OF COWARDLINESS MOST

Moinnrial Eroctod in Collo^o S(iuare. 

A memorial to fallen me.mbers of the 40tli’ 
liengali, Ilogiment lias just been erected in College 
ISijuare, Calcutta. 

Constructed of pure white Carrara marble, 
the memorial is in the form of an obelisk 
cxnd stands 1) feet high. The following inscrip¬ 
tion appears on one side of the square-shaped 
base :- 

‘^In memory of the members of the 49th 
Bengali Regiment, who died in the Great War 
1914-19. To the glory of God, . King and 
Country.” 

On the other three sides arc engraved the 
names of the dead, 56 in all, with their 
respective districts and the dates on which 
they died. 

Unpretentious though the memorial is, it is 
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nevertheless artistic and of graceful proportions. 
Surrounded by an abundance of green foliage, 
the crystal whiteness of the monument is brought 
into vivid relief by the clear water of the 
College-Square tank. A more appropriate site 
could not perhaps have been chosen, seeing that 
College Square is daily fre(]uented by thousands 
of Bengalis. 

The 49th Bengali Regiment may perhaps be 
regarded as one of the many tangible evidences 
of the wave of patriotic favour which swept over 
India at the declaration of the Great War. The 
movement for the formation of a Bengali unit was 
inaugurated at a great demonstration in the Town 
Hall over which liord Carmichiel presided. A Double 
Company was.at first formed, which as the War 
wore on and the need for more men was felt was 
turned into a regiment. The 49th Bengalis served 
with the Mesopotamian Expeditionary Force. 

The memorial has cost Rs. 4500 which has been 
defrayed by the Army authorities. Messrs. Llewellyn 
and Company are the architects.

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Recruiting Meeting at Dacca 

JL E. TEE aOVEENOES SPEECH 

( Associated Press of India ) 

Dacca, Mar. 9. 1918. 

In course* of his speech His Excellency the 
Governor said ;— 

“After the eloquent appeals for recruits to which 
we have already listened, it may .seen almost super¬ 
fluous for mo to add another. Nevertheless, as the 
Governor of the Presidency, I do join with those 
-who have already addressed you in appealing to the 





people of Eastern Bengal not to let pass nnheaded 
the opportunity which is now given to them of 
taking their rightful place in the glorious armies of 
His Majesty the King-Emperor. 

Tt is said the successful man is the man who 
recognises an opportunity when it comes and does 
not hesitate to seize it. 

What is true of individuals is true of nations. 
A people that neglects an opportunity when it comes 
may wake up some day to hud that the opportunity 
has gone never to return. I have no desire what¬ 
soever to minimize the gallantry and patriotism of 
the young men of Bengal, wlio have alre^ady come 
forward to serve their King and country. 

On the contrary I gladl}^ take tliis opportunity 
of expressing the admiration which I feel for their 
puhlic spirit and their courage. 

But I want to see many more of them. I am 
told that up to the present time the number of 
soldiers actually recruited in the Dacca Division is 
less than three hundred. 

I 

Supposing that the war were to come to an end 
to-morrow, would the people of the Dacca DivLsion 
be satisfied to think that of’their millions they had 
sent 300 men only to fight for the honour and 
reputation of their motherland ? Have you not 
asked time an<l again through your public men that 
the army should be thrown open to you as a 



carrer ? Well, your opportunity has come. Seize 
it while there is yet time. It is for you to vindicate 
your claim to‘Stand side‘‘^by side in comradeship witli 
the sololiers of the King. 

I gladly recognise the services of those in the 
Dacca district who have worked to assist us in the 

war. 

Three motor ambulances have been built and 
equipped for services in Mesopotamia. 

I thank all those who have been concerned for 
that. I thank too the ladies of Dacca, both Indian 
and European for the work which they are doing 
in providing comfort for the troops. I thank too all 
those who have generously subscribed to the Dacca 
Ladie's War Fund and in particular Srimati Sarajabala

Reference to your letter dated danuary 6th 1920, 
regarding the Company of this unit that proceeded 
to Kurdistan last hot weather. I send herewith 

the following particulars.

The company that went from the unit was not 
ajiy p.articular Company, such as A. S. C. etc., but 
a company selected 'from men in the unit, who 
volunterred 210 Indians of other Ranks besides the 
3 British and 5 Indian officers went with the 
company from Tanuome ( Busrah ) where the unit 
was stationed at the time. 







The men volunteering were very anxious to go 

to Kurdistan and enthusiastic and cherrv on the

way up to the South Kurdistan Force, and through¬ 
out the operations they were engaged on. This 
journey by boat, rail and marclndig eiitaitled con¬ 
siderable power ol endurance from tlie men, under¬ 
taken as it was in tlu‘ middle of tlie hot weather. 


The marelies wore h)ng, coni inuous and water was 
not [)l(mtif(d but liad to be iMrefully husbanded. 
The distance eoverrd in marcliing was just under 


150 miles, v/liieh was 


eovorod in days including 


a 2 da^s’ halt alter the first 00 miles. 


Altliongli tli(‘ long marcdies liobl on a number 
of men wlio had to fall out, tin' nnni were cheerful 
throu^cliout and stuc;k to it extraordinary well. 
Fach day on arrival at tin' camping site tents had 
to be, pitched and again si ruf;k before moving on 
to the 110 x 1 cam]) which eiitaitled more fatigue. Un 
arrival at (he rendezvous of operations in Kurdistan, 
the company jn’oceeded at once as a punitive 
column. At the (umclusion of the operations of 
this column which neci.'ssited marching nearly every 
da}’, also the surrounding and searching of villages, 
the company was sent to ■ a post, two marches 
distant on the linos of communication as portion 
of the G-arrison. After a short period the company 
was again ordered on anotlier punitive one. 

Whilst on the lines of communication they were 





employed continuously on picquetting work guarding 
communications. At the conclusion of the operations 
of the 2nd column, the company was sent to the 
town whore Force Headijuarters wore as a portion 
of the then Garrison and after a short stav at 
this latter place rejoined the liegiment at the Base. 

The men were cheerful and keen throughout,, 
and I think, carried out their duties very satis¬ 
factorily under very dilficult condit.ions at times. 

The company saw no actual fighting behn’e the 
arrival of the company in Kurdistan. 

The operations they were on, however carried 
out under action coinlitions for any op]) 0 ,sition that 
the Kurds might make.

outlet for Bengali Military activities.

‘^Thi.s book <loscril)Cs the recruiting, training, 
achievements and experiences of the 49th l^ngali 
Ttegiment during the last great war, after which 
it was disbanded. The author, who was one of 
those privates in the Regiment wlio rose to be 
commissioned otiicers, puts in a cogent, plea in this 
attractively written book for recruiting Bengalis 
again aiul giving them a place in the standing 
array. 

The hook should be read not only by Bengalis 
but also by all thos(3 other Indians who are at 
present practically excluded from the army, though 
they all jiay taxes for its maintenance and though 
their fellow-provincials of former generations fought 
as privates and officers in the Indian army.” 


It was a treat to go through the book ‘‘Sainik 
Bangali” (49th Bengalee Jtegimont) by Subedar 
M. B. Singh. Both by its exquisite diction and its 
marshalling of facts, the book kept me .spell-bound, 
till I could come to its close, although, I must say, 
I was at times disappointed with the author's attempt 
at abridgement. The book should be kepi in every 
Bengalee home. 



The publication of the book just at the present 
moment, when the European nations have thrown 
themselves heart and soul into this bloody warfare, 
has been most opportune, specially because the 
book has made out a strong case, not only for the 
re-organisation of a now Bengalee "Regiment at 
this time of the war, but also for the enlistment and 
inclusion of Bengalees into the standing army 
for India. The activities of the Bengalee Regiment 
in different arenas of war have further shewn that 
the Bengalees are, apart from their intellectual 
acumen, endowed with a sturdy constitution, which 
can cope with and suffer all manner of hardship 
and privations, which the life of a soldier has got 
to face with in his inordinate routine duties day 
in and day out. It cannot be ignored that every 
country in the world has got a standing army ; 
and this must continue to be so, so long as the 
nations do not make up their mind to give up their 
present spirit of coercion among themselves in 
in their every day sphere of life and their mundane 
activities connected therewith. There can there¬ 
fore be no earthly reason, why of all nations, 
Indian standing army should eliminate the 
Bengalees, more so, because they were able to 
establish once for all that their education and 
culture counted much more than mere brute force 
in the edicient performance of their arduous duties. 



assigned to them. It is however an admitted fact 
that it is the half-educated, if mot'illiterate masses 
in the lowest stratum of society who make up most 
of the recruits in the army in every country ; and 
India has so far been no exception to this long 
standing practice, except in the case of Bengalees. 
It can be assumed that only educated men are likely 
to be warlike at ordinary times, since they are 
alone vividly aware of the part, which their own 
nation might )day in the affairs of the world ; but 
as a groat thinker has put it ^‘it is only their know¬ 
ledge, not their nature, that distinguishes them from 
their more ignorant compatriots.’^ But knowing 
fully well that this distinguishing feature of life 
vanishes, no sooner war-fev^er seizes hold of people, 
there seems t.o be no reason why in the case of 
Bengal alone, uneducated masses should not cons¬ 
titute the major portion ot the militia for the 
country. “Devotion to the nation itself is perhaps 
the deepest and most wide-spread religion of the 
present age.’' To convert that devotion into genuine 
patriotism, a nation must, apart from and above 
all other activities, know how to cultivate and 
rouse a warlike motivity among the people at largo. 

The author has placed the general public under 
a debt of gratitude by his timely and ‘ pertinent 
reference to the facts, stated above in the book ; 
and he will be more than repaid for his labours 



if his countrymen will take the inspiration from 
his jotting and start a country-wide agitation for 
the satisfaction of their warlike cravings.
